$4.2 million Science and Technol-.. 
ogy building is ready for complete - 


Occupancy on Tuesday. A portion 
of the building was used for 
classes held in summer. The 
facility with its 130,000 square 
feet is the largest instructional 
building on campus. 

The structure is divided into 
two complexes. The science por- 
tion houses the departments of 
chemistry, biology, physics and 
mathematics.

Driving Program Cooperative Effort 


High school students are be- 
coming better drivers and stu- 
dent teachers are becoming bet- 
ter instructors as the result of 
a cooperative effort between Stout 
State University and Menomonie 
High School, 

Under the agreement, students 
enrolled in one of the Univer- 
Sity’s traffic and safety educa- 
tion courses act as instructors 
for the high school student dri- 
vers. The result has brought 
mutual benefits to both institu- 
tions, 

The university students, who 
are training to become driver 
education instructors, gain val- 
uable practical experience in 
teaching. The high school has 
utilized student instructors to 
reduce the pupil-teacher ratio 

.. without adding extra costs. © 

Vehicles used in the program 
dte also maintained ona coopera- 
tive basis. Both the high school 
and the university use vehicles 
from local dealers on a rent-free 
basis. The two institutions share 
the cost of gasoline and main- 
tenance. 

The cooperative program, ap- 
proved by the Wisconsin Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction, began 
in 1964 when Stout initiated a 
minor in safety. Although Stout 
had offered course work in safety 
studies prior to that time, stu-

As the article on page 1 points out most communities 
with colleges or universities in them do not want those 
students to vote in the local elections. This is a moot 
| Spe at best, and a tyranical one at its worst. As stated, 

tout was not listed in the press release although its 5,000 
-plus students pose more of a threat to Menomonie—whose 
population is listed at just over 10,000—than the 8,250 
students at WSU-EC do to Eau Claire whose population is 
listed at approximately 50,000. 

These people maintain that we could swing an election 
without actually knowing the full particulars of local 
political issues. Although there is some truth. to this they 
are in the same breath saying we can vote on issues and 
election in our. home communities, which we reside in 


for only thrée months of the year, and in which we defin- 


itely do not know the local political issues. 

They are telling us we can elect officials and 
in towns. that we do not live in but we cannot vote in 
the community in which we actually do “reside.” (Wis- 
consin residence requires six months of occupancy at a 
given address.) ~ : 


. Remember also, that we are included in the population 


. of: Menomonie for ¢ensus purposes, as these fi S are 
used to obtain ‘Federal and State subsidies, and for eco- 
nomic purposes within the city. The students here alone 
make available to the businesses an estimated income of 
over $3.5 million. This figure does not include private 
‘income Sgr by renting to off-campus students. 
We do, or at least should, have an interest in our col- 
liege community, and by not being allowed to vote on the 
laws governing that community we are being forced to 
live under..a_tyranny. There are many laws, here and-—in 
other college towns, that discriminate against the college 
students; laws railroaded through in fear of uncertain 
troubles yet to come. 

There are already too many unjust laws that arose 
a fear and bigotry. Let us not add any more to the 

- list. The way to stop this is to claim Menomonie as your 

permanent address, after all you live here and only take a 

three month vacation with your parents each year. We 

should be more familiar with the political activities here 
than where our parents live.

Menomonie Fluoridation 


Referendum Scheduled 


All water has fluoride. in it. 
But the adjustment of the fluor- 
ide content of a community water 
supply to one part of fluoride per 
million parts of water is fluori- 
dation, Why fluoridate the water’? 

Fluoridation is the most wide- 
ly researched health problem in 
the world, The addition of small 
amounts _of fluoride to the water 
is a preventive measure, Through 
research it has been found that 
fluoridation prevents up to 65 
per cent of the expected tooth 
decay in children, It is also help- 
ful in preventing bone diseases 
in adults, 

The Pure Water League of 
Menomonie has urged Stout stu- 
dents who are registered to vote 
to support controlled fluoridation 
of Menomonie water, The issue 
will appear on a referendum bal- 
lot Nov, 3. 

Menomonie is one of the few 
cities in Wisconsin which deesn’t 
have fluoridated water, The 
Chamber of Commerce, however, 
is in favor of a program of fluor- 
idation. 

Ninety -three per cent of the 
State of Wisconsin has fluoridated 
water. Antigo was one of the first 
towns to fluoridate in 1949, They 
continued fluoridation until 1960 
when it was voted out by the 
public. In the four years that 
fluoridation was stopped, tooth 
decay rose 92-183 per cent in 


the kindergarten and_ second 
grade, 

There aren’t enough dentists to 
give people complete dental care. 
Most dentists are in favor of 
fluoridation, 

There is no need to be afraid 
of fluoridation. You can’t see it 
or taste—it-or smell it, just as 
you can’t see, taste, or smell it 
in foods. It is not a medication 
but it is a preventive against 
tooth decay. 

Fluoridation affects students, 
too — especially the married 
students with children, Married 
students can register to vote in 
the city clerk’s office located in 
the Tainter Memorial Building, 
Registration closes Oct, 21.

Stout had its first male Homecoming candidate this 
year to\prove one point—Homecoming is centered too 
much on a few choice students and not enough on the 
general student body. Yet, every student equally contri- 
butes to the monies which fund it. 

SSA was allotted $229,439 to work with this year. It 
came from the $25 per semester activity fee each student 


ys. 

Twenty-five per cent of this, approximately $66,897, 
went to men’s varsity athletics. Another maybe 1.5 per 
cent, $3,968, is allotted for women’s varsity athletics. 

Homecoming is given $9,000 or about four per cent. 
Totaling this up, about 30 per cent of the money which. 
_— aoe has to pay is used by very small numbers-of 
students. ae 

The $66,897 for men’s varsity athletics is actually uti- 
lized by only 350 athletes or roughly seven per cent of the 
student population. Granted; all students can attend 
these games but what percentage actually do? And as far 
as women’s athletics, how many students even know that 
it exists? 5 

Then there is the present problem of Homecoming. 
. $9,000 is given to events which again only a small num- 
ber really fully esin. | Uropenie:, 

‘ Looking further: througlr the budget men and women’s 
intramural is only allotted $2660 or 1 per cent for some- — 
thing in which a very large = centage of the students 
participate. This includes Greeks, independents, those liv- 
ing on campus as well as those living off. 

The radio station receives only $3,130 to operate on; 
Performing Arts $10,150, and University Speakers $4,010. 
All these areas where the entire university can participate. 
and usually does receive some ‘of the smallest amounts. 

Some questions I would like to raise are: If Homecom- 
ing is in fact only for a very few what purpose does it 
really serve? Are we all paying money to entertain a 
small number of returning alumni? Perhaps the solution 
is the abolishment of Homecoming or at least the improve- 
ment of it. Spe 

Next is athletics. Shouldn’t the percentages of varsity 
and intramural athletics be changed? Would it be more ~ 
fair to allocate more money into areas where more stu- 
dents can utilize it? 

If Homecoming were abolished there. would be $9,000 
to use on interesting and educational as well as entertain- 
ing speakers and other various forms of entertainment for 
the benefit of ALL. : 

These are just a few examples. If the budget was ex- 
. amined closer I am sure there would be more examples. 

Give us ALL some thing fer our money. The p 
of our activity fee is not to give a few select students fond 
memories of isolated activities. 


Demands. for increased relevancy in this newspaper 
have, of late, become increasingly prevalent. We have 
been accused of being a “tool of the administration” and 
a “Greek gossip column.” These accusations, I must admit, 
are in many instances very true. i 

However, organizations representing relatively few

With the growing awareness of a Bo acy problem 
in America, a new. movement called is taking place. 
ZPG stands for Zero Population Growth and is Seonating 
a new cause on campuses across the nation. 

As of April, 1970, 102 ZPG chapters had been formed 
in 80 states, new members joining at the rate of 500 a week. 
Stout’s chapter has been recently organized, July of this 
year. 

ZPG people feel that if people will not do something 
about the population problem today, no one will be here 
tomorrow to wish they had. Even at the rate of 1% increase 
in population, the 1970, the U.S. would double the present 
population in 70 years. 

Members of ZPG believe that a limit of two children 


per family is necessary for population control. This way 
the mother and father would only replace themselves and 
not add to the population problem .

You know what to expect. Right? 
Everyone knows what happens 
at birthday parties. You have cake 
and ice cream and everybody 
dumps a lot of loot on the guest 
of honor. Birthday parties are 
joyful gigs! Everyone knows that. 
~ Oh, yes! You’ re worried abouta 
present....what to bring. A gift 
for Stanley. Hmmm, let’s see, 
What would really be appropriate 
for his birthday? 

Well, what are some of the 
other guests bringing? A somach 
Pump,..an oxygen tent...a crash 
helmet...and crutches? Maybe 
is party will be a little kickie 
ter all, 

Stanley’s ‘‘Birthday Party” 
provides the core for Harold Pin- 
ter’s mysterious ‘“‘comedy of 
menace,’’ The Birthday Party, 
‘mysterious’? not in the sense 
that conventional murder my ster- 
ies or melodramas are myster- 
ous, but ‘‘mysterious’? in the 
sense that the audience is often 
puzzled by the meagre back- 
grounds of the characters as 
provided by the playright. 

As often true of absurdist 
writers, Harold Pinter divulges 
very little expository informa- 
tion aside from the major ac- 
tions of the play, affording his 
play a surprising, mysterious 
quality-very different than any 
detective story one might enjoy. 
There are not those ‘‘expected’’ 
_ events which characterize a 
_ lypically logical mystery. 

After experiencing a play of 
this sort, an audience may come 
away with more questions than 
it had prior to a viewing, It is 
Pinter’s forte to create import- 
ant questions, especially those 
concerning the nature of man’s 
savagery and animalism. 


With a relatively inexperienced 

cast, David Bratt, instructor of 
speech and theatre who is direc- 

ting the play, is tackling the 

difficult job of pinning down Pin- .

Three directors of university 
theatre would like to use the fact 
to point out, once again, that 
‘no experience is necessary to 
act here.’’ 

Asked what major problems he 
is experiencing during work on 
the show, Bratt indicated the 
short, sporadic spurts of dia- 
logue.

This motion was passed be- 
cause ‘“‘there have been com- 
plaints made against HSMA alleg- 
ing that HSMA is not even fol- 
lowing their own unapproved con- 
stitution.’’

This is only the latest in a 
series of actions taken by SSA in 
its attempt to usurp more power 
under the premise of represent- 
ing the students. 

SSA’s first such action can be 
summarized in a statement made 
by its vice president of Legisla- 
tive Affairs, Bob Massey. In one 
of his more emotional moments 
he concluded that ‘‘They (the 
STOUTONIA and TOWER) are 
two archaic organizations resist= 
ing change.’’ This reply was his 
response to the refusal of said 
organizations to be ousted from 
their established offices in the 
Memorial Student Center so that 
the newly formed orphan, the 
University Activities Association 
(UAA) would have a home,

* A ‘Blind person’’ is aperson 
who is totally or partially blind. 

*No person who is not blind 

may carry a white cane on any 
street or highway or in any pub- 
lic place, 
*A motorist must come toa 
complete stop no less than ten 
feet away from a blind pedes- 
trian who is attempting to cross 
a street or highway with a white 
cane in a raised ‘or extended 
position. 

Failure to observe our White 
Cane Traffic Law (346.30) is 
punishable by a heavy fine or 
imprisonment, or both.

Anti-Hero Seeks Identity 


Once upon a time, not such a 
very long time ago, everybody 
believed in — no kidding — really 
believed in Shirley Temple. Every 


* normal mommie wanted her child 


to emulate the image of the curly- 
locked, tap-dancing darling of 
Hollywood fame. 

. The adult Shirley Temple, a 
United States’ ° t located 
firmly to. the politically, 
represents the philosophical 
stance which many, perhaps most, 
young people reject. Shirley Tem- 
ple Black is now, accurately or 
not, lumped in with ‘hawks’’ 
such as John Wayne and lampoon- 
ed by dozens of television comics. 
The image is no longer chic. 

And once upon a time, generals 
and policemen were figures of 
stature and magnitude, figures to 
be respected. General Eisen- 
hower was a hero twenty years 


2 ago. The military image was then 


in vogue and Americans over- 
whelmingly decided that Ike 
should lead the country for nearly 
adecade,. _ ui 
Even relatively récently, inthe 


60’s, John Kennedy’s image and 
spirit attracted millions and as 
a national leader became a fig- 
ure of hero-worship, especially 
to the young. 


A movie star, a military lead-— 
- er, a national politician, all rep- 


resent images which ‘‘clicked’’ 
with great masses of people at 
the moment of their particular 
pinpoint of history. ; 

Today, in an age of antiheroes, 
the ‘‘in’? image is not Westmore- 


jaye or Nixon, but rather Abbie 
or exiled Eldridge 
Cleaver, or maybe a Janis Jop- 


lin, Jimi Hendrix, or Malcolm X. 
The point is, these latter figures 
one way or another register ‘‘so- 
cial rebel’’ tothe American mind; 


somehow these rebels (and the © 


word itself seems antiquated) 
seem to represent the outer mask 
of a nation’s psyche, These 
images say -something to and 
about the young America. 

Often now, the young person, 
just as his moden antiheroes 
have done, turns to radicalism 


and drugs. In many ways, this-is 
simply part of a search by the 
person to find out more about 
himself. Part of a constant ques- 
tioning. Maybe drugs provided 
answers sometimes. For Jimi 
Hendrix, Janis Joplin, and Tom- 
my Desanto, the central charac- 
ter, an everyboy, in ‘‘The Brick 
and the Rose,’’ drugs as a solu- 
tion were fatal. 


This search for an identity — 
through streetfighting, through 
séx, through art, through love,

Plans for the Barron County 
Campus originated in 1963. The

the area. Construction of the 
seven buildings, designed by 
Hirsch and Stevens of St. Paul 
began in April of 1967 on the 160 
acre site along the Red Cedar 
River on the west side of Rice 
Lake, The campus was paid for 
by Barron County and leased to 
the state. The buildings used for 
administration, classrooms, fine 
arts, library, physical education, 


. Student center and physical plant 


were completed in September of 
1968 at a cost of Peprcntoately 
three million dollars. 
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Although the number of students 
has increased by 33 per cent over 
last year, there have been no 
plans for expansion at this time. 
This is because the buildings 
have facilities to accommodate

Initiate Change in Worker's Class 


“Sam Hunt, 24 year old Wis- 
consin- gubernatorial candidate 
on the Socialist Workers Party 
(SWP) ticket, spoke here Oct, 27. 

The SWP according to Hunt, is 
a multinational, revolutionary 
socialist party. Hunt clarified 
the title by explaining that unlike 
the Social Democrats, the SWP 
will not support candidates in 
capitalist parties, 

A social change which cannot 
be achieved by the present cap- 
italist society is the SWP’s main 
goal. Hunt expanded on this point 
by stating that, ‘“‘reform is not 
enough, Capitalism does. not be- 
gin to initiate change until the 
ruling class is affected.’’ 

The SWP advocates public 
ownership of industry toimprove 
workers’ conditions and end pol- 
lution, Hunt explained that ‘‘ev- 


ery advance against pollution has 
been at the expense of the worker 


-in the form of increased con- 


sumer costs and_ higher taxes.’’ 

Further advocating an imme- 
diate withdrawal from Southeast 
Asia, Hunt noted that a capitalist 
peace -candidate cannot stop the 
war because he is tied to a party 
that profits from the war. He 
went on to say that the capital- 
ist ‘‘claim of defending freedom 
is a lie,’’ and that the only way 
to defend the right of the people 
of South Vietnam to self-deter- 
mination of government is by 
immediate withdrawal. 

The SWP campaigns areaimed 
at reaching as many people as 
possible, presenting their pro- 
gram as compared to capitalist 
platforms and increasing party 
memberships,

Lack ‘Good Standing’ : 
Deficient Organizations 


Sixty-five per cent of recog- 
nized organizations on the Stout 
‘deficient’ under 
Stout Student Association stand- 
ards. 

Ralph Isenberg, reporting for 
the constitution committee at 
Tuesday’s SSA meeting, com- 


mented that of the nearly 100° 


organizations, 65 have not sub- 
mitted an up-to-date  constitu- 
tion and filled out a recognition 
renewal form for the 70-71 year. 

Isenberg further stated that 
letters are being sent to all 
groups lacking ‘‘good standing*’ 
and if there are related ques- 
tions, they should be addressed 
to him in the SSA office. 

Glenn Amhaus, representing 
Phi Sigma [Fpsilon -fraternity, 
presented a statement of diffi- 
culties he has had in obtaining 
the Fieldhouse for a proposed 
profit-making activity. 

The fraternity is presently 
working on contracting an all- 
star professional wrestling team 
to put on a match. Profits would 
be split between wrestlers and 
the fraternity. 

The fraternity had stated Mon- 
day at the UAA meeting that this 
would be its money-making proj- 
ect for the year. Dwain Mintz, 
physical education director, 
questioned the use of the Field- 
house for this use because ‘‘state 
owned buildings cannot be used 


for money-making projects.’’ 
The question was then raised 
as to how the Union could allow 
money-making projects and no 
definite answer was presented. 
Mintz -had also questioned the 
damage done to the floor. It was 


‘ reported that the high school held 


a similar activity several years 
ago and no damage had resulted, 

Maury Schiowitz presented a 
student -directed study project 
(Student Originated Studies) from 
Fdward Gold, assistant profes- 
sor of Chemistry.

‘‘While you are reading these 
words four people will die.”’ It 
takes the- average reader-less 
than five seconds to read the 
previous sentence and the state-

The opening quote is: but one of 
the findings ‘of Paul FEnhrlich, 
professor at Stanford University, 
through his research in the field 
of population biology (including 
ecology). 

Fhrlich is one of the best 
known experts on the subject of 
population control, 
author of ‘‘The. Population 
Bomb,’’ and co-author along with 
his wife of ‘‘Population, Resour- 
ces, -Environment: Issues in 
Human Ecology.’’ Ehrlich also 
has written over 80 scientific 

‘ papers and numerous articles for. 
his first appearance in the. mid- 
west this year Monday in Stout’s 

~ Fieldhouse. 

As National President of Zero 
Population Growth (ZPG), Ehr- 
lich calls for birth control and 
voluntary sterilization to limit 
family size to two children per 
couple. He has himself been ster- 


He is the 


ilized after having had one child 
and advocates adoption for people 
who. *‘love’’ children and want 
more than two. = . 

One of his arguments to sup= 
port this is to think of the world 
your children will grow up in. At 


our present rate of growth, he 


predicts that 20 per cent of the 
world’s population will dié of 
starvation by 1985,-and most of 


‘these will be children. 


Through his studies, Ehrlich 
has found that no lasting meas- 
ures can be taken until the prob- 
lem of world overpopulation is 
solved. This he says calls for a 
maturity of world leadership 
which we don’t have at the 
present. 

Ehrlich admits to. having a 
pessimistic outlook on life. He 
carries no life insurance and 
foresees food riots ending in 
thermonuclear war if something 
is not done in the immediate 
future. These ‘changes, states 


Ehrlich, ust be executed by in- 


dustrialized countries such as 
the United States who consume 
the greatest proportion of the 
world’s resources, before we 
can ask the underdeveloped coun- 


tries to cut back their population. 

It is Ehrlich’s contention that 
if we are truly humane, we must 
start giving aid to only those 


regions and-peoples which have 4 ‘ 


the best chance for ‘survival. 
This will be necessary, he says, 
because at our present rate of 
world population growth it will 
double. in 37 years.

There are few musicians today 
with the reputation to match 
guitarist Laurindo Almeida. 
Whether you know himasa class- 
ical musician, a jazz performer 
ora pop virtuoso. depénds -on 
your own tastes but Almeida 
excells fh each area. He has 
composed more than 200 songs 
and has scored numerous movies 
and television shows including 
‘Viva Zapata,’’ ‘‘The Agony and 
the’ Eestacy,’’~ ‘‘Camelot,’’ and 
“Wagon Train,’’ and ‘‘Bonanza.’’ 

He got his first taste of jazz 
as a young musician touring 
Paris where he heard the legend- 
ary three-fingered gypsy gui- 
tarist Django Reinhart.

Reality of Beer Waits 


The Board of Regents met 
Nov, 13 in Madison and decided 
on three new policies to be used 
in the Wisconsin State Univer- 
sity (WSU) system. 

The issue of beer on campuses 
was. the prime issue, The pro- 
posal to allow beer sale on WSU 
campuses grew out of an opinion 
issued by Attorney General Ro- 
bert W. Warren. Ineffect Warren 


sell beer, with regents’ approval, 
regardless of local statutes for- 
bidding sales to 18-year olds,

The second policy the regents 
voted on is that all freshmen. and

halls. This means that any fresh- 
man or sophomore who is under,

The regents 
stated that a student willdo much 
better academically if he is liv- 
ing in a residence hall than if he 
is living off campus. 

The policy, which will go into 
effect next fall, is also aimed at 
preventing the development of 
ghettos by university students. 

The. third and final policy that 
was passed is every school must 
have 170 instructional days in 
its academic year. An instruc- 
tional day can be defined as 
one during which members of the 
faculty and students are engaged 
in university approved activities, 
such as regular lectures and 
pen or other activities likefield

cited were wiring defects or 
overloads which could short out 
and start a fire. 

This temporary housing short- 
age is in the public interest even 
though It does not appear so to 
many.

With the recent action of the Board of Regents I am 


wondering whether students in the State University will © 


have any ri 


hts. 
We are f3 years old, responsible-young adults..Coming — 


to a university requires us to decide what we want to be, 
what classes to take and whether or not we go to them, 


whether or not we study, what we eat, what we do in our ~ 


free time, in other words how we live. . 

The passage of the requirement that all freshmen and 
sophomores under 21 years of age must live in residence 
halls takes away the right to decide how we are going to 
live. 

There are advantages to living in a residence hall: at 
times it is more convenient, meals are. guaranteed, it is 
easier to meet people. But some people cannot function 
as well, living in a residence hall and resent being forced 
to live there. 

In a residence hall there are set hours for eating. This 
may seem minor, but for someone who is very involved the 
regulated eating hours can create a conflict. They are 


- forced to buy meals and are thus paying twice as much 


for food. 
Money is probably the largest disadvantage to the 
requirement. The room and board fee of $694 is quite a 


sum and if a student who has restricted funds finds off- 
campus living cheaper, the right to live there should not 
be taken from him. 

- Studying is another area of controversy. Living on a 


floor with about 25-30 other people some of which are 


playing cards, some sitting around having a “‘bull session,” 
some playing a new album and some who are watching a 
“Three Stooges movie” can be too much of a temptation 
and no studying is ever done. The atmosphere in an apart- 
ment is found by many to: be more conducive to studying. 

Other reasons students cite for off-campus living in- 
clude: more-freedom in entertaining friends, the existence 
of a more home-like atmosphere and the elimination of 
“petty” regulations which they find confining. 

What of the residence halls? An underlying reason for 
the regulation was the fact that present residence halls 
were not being filled and more were being built. The 
regents have no right to take away student privileges 
to compensate for errors in their foresight. In addition, 
there will be students who for lack of off-campus housing 
or parental consent will live in the halls. 

Instead of taking away our rights, the administration 
should stop building residence halls and. spend the money 
for university built apartments which would appeal to 
more students, or for needed classroom space.

concentrate arsenic andmercury - 
and’ may convert- water borne 
chemicals into cancer-causing 
substances. Also, little research 


-. has been done into the genetic 


effects of NTA, 

Air pollution also pollutes the 
water. For example, the air pol- - 
lution made by Chicago indus- 
tries is polluting southern Lake 
Michigan with potentially poison- 
ous selenium. The _ metal is 
necessary in small quantities to 
sustain life but may be fatal in 
larger quantities. The levels of 


_—_selenium_are much higher in the 


portion of the lake northeast of 
Chicago. It seems that the pre- 
vailing winds carry the selenium! 
to this part of the lake. ee 
Colored tissue paper is also a, 
contributor to pollution. The dyes 
used in colored tissue papers are 
pollutants. Colored tissue paper 
does not ‘‘work with nature’’ be- 
cause it is not bio-degradable. 
What can you do to prevent 
water pollution? ... Use no-phos- 
phate detergents, buy returnable 
bottles. Use white (not colored) 
tissue paper. These are good - 
starter suggestions. _ 
. Most important, realize that 
YOU have a responsibility to the 
environment, 
lake should. not be so extensive. 
The stores in Menomonie still 
largely sell a majority of phos- 
phate soaps. But non-phosphate 
soaps are available, such as 
*‘Valley-Dew.’’ Until a soap or 
detergent is developed which is 
effective as a non-phosphate de- 
tergent the public can buy low 
‘phosphate soaps such as Wisk. 
- The substitute for phosphates 
has been developed which is sup- 
posed to increase the cleaning 
power of detergents. The sub- 
stitute is NTA or nitriloreacetic

in a position to rearrange the 
business affairs into a functional 
department within six months or 
send him home with salary.’’ 


Jeff Miller said that the senate _ 


should ‘‘wait until next year, 
things are coming’’ and that the 
finance department is ina ‘‘proc- 
ess of change.’’ 

The resolution passed in spite 
of Miller’s comments. 

Dave Bruss, president of SSA, 
used his veto power Tuesday 
night and vetoed the bill to send 
a representative to the United 
Council meeting this week end. 
The senate had voted eight yes, 
seven no and seven abstentions, 
after which Bruss expressed his 
veto. His objections were based 
on his feelings that National Stu- 
dent Association (NSA) is getting 
too involvéd with United-Council. 

The meeting in which Stout 
will not have a vote, will be held 
in Madison and will be a legis- 
lative and research affairs com- 
mittee session. 

Bob Massey, vice president of 
Legislative Affairs, said that 
**UC forces NSA into schools,’’ 
It was expressed that business 
and industry were stressed rath- 
er than student government. 

Tom Gavin, River Falls stu- 


dent ‘government president, in 
response explained that the con- 


__ference held this week end-would 


be ‘‘a meeting where students 
would talk with legislators about 
action which may take place next 
session concerning them.’’

At a PTA meeting the parents 
and teachers were discussing 
whether they should plan and 
begin a program of sex educa- 
tion in the school.

Kids seem to learn much at an 
early age about sex-from each 
other. Undoubtedly, some of this 
education is miseducation. But 
even if the experienced parents 
give their kids an education, 
there’s still the possibility of 
miseducating them-especially in 
attitudes about sex. It seems to 
happen that we pick up our know- 
ledge about sex any way we can, 
to make it ‘‘complete.’’ This can 
be dangerous, 


Psychiatrist David Reuben has

In cases 
of illness or extenuating circum- 
stances, the dean of the school in 
which the student is majoring, 
in consultation with the. student, 
his advisor and his instructor, 
may authorize the award of ‘‘W’’

-agement program, pointed out 


that the symposium is not an 
attempt to turn bartenders into 
psychologists or counselors.

State Rep. Gervase A, Heph- 
ner (D-Chilton) Thursday intro- 
duced a bill in the Assembly that 
calls for the taking of a loyalty 

. oath by university students, 

“faculty members and teaching 
assistants, 
- Hephner’s bill would make the 
taking of an “‘affidavit of re- 
sponsibility’’ a condition of stu- 
dent registration at a univer- 
sity. The faculty and teaching 
assistants also would be required 
to submit similar affidavits, 
which would state that they were 
not affiliated with any organiza- 
tion advocating the unlawful over- 
throw of the state or federal 
governments. 

The bill also provides that 
in order to be paid, faculty and 
teaching assistants would agree 
to hold all regular classes and 
make no public statements 
against position by board of 
regents. 

The bill proposes that the 
Board of Regents provide each 


for violations. The board also —- 


would have to periodically pub- 
lish a statement of policy desig- 
nated as the official position of 
the Board of Regents, 

The oath for faculty members, 
under the bill, reads: ‘I, the 
undersigned, am not knowingly 
affiliated with any organization 
advoeating the overthrow of the 
consti form of govern- 
ment of the United States or Wis- 
consin by force, violence or other 
unlawful means,’’

What the ads do not tell you 
is that there are clinics oper- 
ating in New York,- Wisconsin 
and California that offer the ser- 
vices of competent gynecologists 


-at a much lower rate. 


The operation itself is a very 
simple procedure. In the case of 


dilation and curettage, the actual 


operating time is about fifteen 
minutes. With the new ‘vacuum 
curettage method it is even 
faster. There is even talk, in 
medical circles, of meeting the 
growing demand for abortions by 
training paramedical personnel 
such as ex-army medics to run 
abortion clinics. 

Last spring, a group of local 
people formed in an effort to 
provide a referral service that 
would enable women of Stout State 
University at Menomonie to make 
adequate decisions with regard to 
unplanned pregnancies and to find 
legal abortions at a minimum of 


The group has resources that 
provide abortions in Wisconsin 
from $200 on up to $600. New 
York clinics range from $100 to 
$200. California referrals are 
also available. They are. gener- 
ally more expensive, however.

The January Board of Regents 
neeting witnessed a great deal 
of controversial discussion con- 
cerning the establishment of 
R,O,T.C, programs on WSU cam- 
puses, especially at Stout State 
University. The controversy was 
expanded due toa misunderstand- 
ing and a lack of direct com- 
munication on the part of faculty, 
students, administrators, re- 
gents, and board personnel. 

At one point, it was stated that 
the United Council of Wisconsin 
State University Student Govern- 
ments directly supported the es- 
tablishment of R.O,T,.C, pro- 
grams. With this in mind, I would 
like to refer to the United Coun- 
cil philosophy concerning 
R.O.T.C. It was originally for- 
mulated atthe Spring General As- 
sembly in May 19, 1969: 

Whereas United Countil Recog- 
nizes the right of each State Uni- 
versity to maintain a curriculum 


which is meaningful to its own ~

dividual Universities, after con- 
sultation with students, faculty, 
and administrators, todetermine 
their own distinct statement on 
the acceptance and accreditation 
of an R,O,T.C. program on their 
campus.

military program is contrary to 
the mission of Stout. 

But still that is not the key 
issue, 

An ROTC military science pro- 
gram assumes the validity of 
using force to solve conflicts 
between men and nations, That 
assumption involves training hu- 
man beings to kill other human 
beings. This is the key issue 
that was evaded. Surely the ques- 
tions of credits, faculty status, 
facilities and costs are secon- 
dary to the issue of whether or 
not the training of young men in 
the use of force and killing is 
within the mission of this uni- 
versity. 

What do our professors of psy- 
chology say about the effect of 
such training upon the behavior 
and value systems of the par- 
ticipants? What do our history 
professors say about the ef- 
fectiveness of wars in solving 
conflicts in the past? 

Should we grant the need for 
armed forces, the question still 
remains as to what circum~

stances justify the use of those 
forces. The circum stances 
leading to World War II? Korea‘? 
How about the war in Viemam’? 
(A war a.majority of Americans 
now say it was a mistake to 
enter.) Is it within the mission 
of Stout to train men for all our 
country’s wars or just some of 
them’? 

Two of our university’s high 
ranking objectives, as stated in 
the Stout catalogues over the 
years are, ‘‘Participate in the 
discussion and solution of local, 
national and international prob- 
lems’’ and ‘‘achieve a sense of 
social responsibility leading to 
a concern for the improvement of 
society.”’ It is difficult to in- 
still such interests and concerns 
in students when faculty and ad- 
ministrators evade the issue. 

The university must be aplace 
where controversial subjectsare 
dealt with openly and intelli- 
gently. If not, we fail to meet our 
own objectives, much less con- 
tribute to the humanization of 
persons and society. Life is too 
important to duck the issue,

Venereal disease in the form 
ot gonorrhea is spreading on 
our campus as it is all over the 
United States, No percentage has 
been calculated, but the student 
health department believes that 
there are probably active cases 
in all or most of the residential 
halls, 

No, one can give the reasons 
behind this rise. 

Few people know — what 
gonorrhea is, how it spreads or 
how it’s treated. Many rumors 
and stories are now going around 
like we have an epidemic, or the 
disease is caught from dirty 
bathrooms. The place to start is 
education and information. 

The ndme Venereal disease 
comes from Venus, the Goddess 
of Love. It means that the infec- 
tions are communicated from 
one person to another by and 
during sexual intercourse or con- 
tact. 

The two major diseases com- 
mon to the average person are 
gonorrhea and syphilis, These 
are two distinctly different di- 
seases and when the symptoms 
and results of them are confused 
many unnecessary fears arise. 


The dininn eieventiy affecting 
Stout is gonorrhea. 

Gonorrhea is a painful and dan- 
gerous disease caused by a mi- 
croscopic ‘‘coffeebean’’ shaped 
gérm called gonococcus. Gonorr- 
hea is spread from person to 
person by sexual relations with 
an affected person. .

Regents Meeting 


ROTC Decision Next Week 


The decision on whether or not 
to establish an ROTC unit on 
Stout’s campus will be brought 
up again at the Board of Regents 
meeting on March 5 in Madison. 
Representatives from the Stout 
Student Association and the Stout- 
onia: will be present at the meet- 


SSA representatives will pre- 
sent a factual and more thorough 
synopsis of the university’s at- 
titude on ROTC and also will 
present the results of the second 
student referendum and the de- 
cisions of the Student Senate, 
Faculty Senate, the AAAT and 


CERNED, and more. 


the Curriculum Committee, all 
of which agreed that ROTC was 
not in the mission of Stout. 


Stout applied for a ROTC unit. 
several years ago but no reply ~ 


was received on the request. Re- 
cently at the insistence of the 
Board of Regents, Stout re- 
applied for the unit. A referen- 
dum was taken before Christ- 
mas at Stout with a poor re- 
sponse (22 per: cent voted) but 
along with other sections of the 
academic community, ROTC was 
voted down. 

On Jan, 18, one month after 
the first referendum, Stout was 
told an ROTC unit was to be on 
its campus in the fall despite 


~ the referendum. This may have 


been caused by the apparent with- 
holding of the voting results by 
Associate Director Samuel Gates 
from ROTC personnel who stated 
that a unit would not be estab- 
lished where it was not wanted. 

After receiving the notice, SSA 
voted to have the Board of Re- 
gents give Stout a 30-day period 
in which time a more compre- 
hensive study could be made, 
Once again ROTC was voted on 
by all-sections but with a rec- 
ord breaking first at Stout with 
64 per cent of the student. body 
voting. (60. per cent of whom 
said ‘‘no’’ to ROTC), 

Next week the Board of Re- 
gents will make their final de- 
cision regarding ROTC at Stout. 
River Falls is still inthe process 
of a survey on ROTC, Eau Claire 
has voted it down and La Crosse 
will be having a unit on their 
campus in the near future.

National Campuses 
React to ROTC

The ROTC - provoked shock 
vibrations felt on Stout’s cam- 
pus lately have awakened many 
students to a re-evaluation of 
ROTC’s worth, The situation here 
at Stout is not at all unique; 
during the past few years a 
constantly increasing number of 
colleges throughout the country 
have challenged the right of ROTC 
units to exist on their campuses. 

Eau Claire, for example, last 
spring found itself confronted 
with a petition from the Board 
of Regents requesting that a 
ROTC unit be placed on the cam- 
pus. In the fall of 1969 the 
student senate of Wisconsin State 
University — Fau Claire had voted 
overwhelmingly todisapprove the 
establishment of an ROTC unit.

The news for the past few months has been covering 
the My Lai incident specifically concerning the role that 
Lieutenant William J. Calley, Jr., played it the alleged 
massacre. 

During the prosecution’s testimony, many people were 
taking the side of Calley. Some said that he was a true’ 
soldier, worthy of the uniform he wears. Some defended 
him on the stand that he was thinking in the best interest 
of America, keeping ~ its ideals as a world leader. . 

Other people stated that Calley was only following the 
orders of his superiors and was not responsible for his 
actions. (“This was the same defense used by Nazi war. 
criminals during the Nuremburg trials.) And some people 
remarked that it was all a lie, that an American soldier 
could never commit such an atrocity. American soldiers 
are not capable of it. 

Now that the defense has its turn at the trial -we learn 
that Calley admits his part in the alleged massacre of 
102 civilians. His defense was that he did not think that 
women and children were human beings and that he was 
taught and/or indocrinated to believe this. 

He also stated that it was his job to carry out orders 
without question and that he was trained to never give 
an order a choice in personal decision making. In other 
words, Lt: Calley admits being a killing machine perfected 
‘by the military to not think but only to act on the master’ s 
command. — 

He also remarked that he knew there were classes on 
the Geneva convention, but that nothing stood out in his 
mind as to what they concerned. It seems as though Calley’s 
priorities were ‘more on killing than on the welfare and 
rights of people protected by the Geneva Convention. 

The main point is-that Calley did not think that he was 


killing péople. This is the way the military has trained the 
soldiers of America. If you’re not American, you’re not 
human if your military superiors say so. Never question 
the wisdom of your superiors for they are all knowing. 
And then after the ter world. Th are sent out into society 


to make this.a better wor a it.

Concerned is for the Troubled

No doubt you. have probably 
seen a poster called ‘‘Bummer’’ 


around on campus. The poster 


is talking about whatever you 
call a bummer - a bad experi- 
ence — something that really 
shakes you up. It could be any- 
thing — a bad drug experience 
or a bad relationship. Maybe 
this experience makes you want 
to turn to someone, but you 
don’t really know who could help. 

There is a relatively new or- 
ganization in the community 
called CONCERNED, This organ-

The staff members are trained 
to be good listeners. They com- 
municate only through the tele- 
phone — they don’t counsel face 
to face; they don’t ask your name;

For 25 to 30 per cent of the 
children enrolled in school to- 
day it may mean that a learning 
deficiency exists, which if un- 
corrected, will likely impair the 


In layman’s terms, the course 
is an attempt to create anaware- 
ness in parents and teachers that 
such problems exist, how these 
deficiencies can be recognized 
and what can be done to correct 


them. 

According to Davis, many of 
these children with learning dif- 
ficulties cannot master basic 
academic skills, .and -are often 


* Tabeled- as being mentally re- - 


tarded or extremely slow learn- 
ers, when actually they may 
sess average or: above average 


learning problems can be traced 
to a variety of causes. For ex- 
ample, some children may have 
handicaps that have caused lags 
in physical development. Birth 
defects or injuries may result 
in minimal brain damage in oth- 
er children. Many children have 
not had thenecessary background 
in the home to properly stimulate 


- their learning senses, Others are 


not socially comfortable with 
their peers or adults, which may 


result in a ‘‘learning lag.’’ 


Some defects are extremely 
difficult to detect, such as vis- 
ual or hearing problems that are 
not picked up during that usual 
testing. Although a child may ap- 
pear to have normal sight or 
hearing, his brain may not prop- 
erly interpret the ‘‘message’’ it 
receives from the eyes or ears. 

In an attempt to assist chil- 
dren with learning difficulties, 
Davis suggested that teachers 
and parents should be to 
recognize problems or pot: 
problems, and then be assisted 
in developing programs to meet 
the particular needs of the chil- 
dren, ‘‘We are trying to get to 
the primary and lower elemen- 
tary teachers so that they can 
recognize these problems when 
a child is still young,’’ Davis 
said: “If the child’s problems 
can be identified early in his 
educational program and indi-

‘*The slackening of the long- 
standing demand for increased 
production should give school 
officials, institutions engaged in 
teacher preparation, and the De- 
partment of Public Instructionan 
opportunity’ to turn even greater 
attention to upgrading standards 
of quality in the admission, prep- 
aration, certification and em- 
ployment of grade and high school 
teachers,’’ It will also allow for 

an admini ion to ‘tharmon- 
ize” some of their departments 
as they see fit. 

* However, the study also identi- 
fies several subject fields in 
which there remain shortages of 


qualified applicants. Those un- ~ 


dersupplied categories cited for 
Wisconsin occur in some of the 
same fields in which there are 
national shortages. They include 
special education (deaf, emotion- 
ally disturbed, mentally re- 
tarded, special learning disabil- 
ities, speech 
visually handicapped), 
arts, remedial reading, math- 
ematics, women’s physical edu- 
cation, music, art, guidance, and 
school librarian, All of the facul- 
ty applicants in social sciences 
can look forward to a more 
careful screening by officials. 
In other fields a balance of 
supply and demand or a surplus 
of applicants are currently in

Beer is being served at two 
Wisconsin state universities and 
one branch campus, and three 
more state universities expect to 
be serving beer before the end of 
March, the WSU system office in 
Madison reports. 

Sale of beer at Stevens Point, 
Whitewater, Fond du Lac, Fau 
Claire, Oshkosh and River Falls 
was authorized by the Board of 
Regents after the president and 
branch campus dean presented 
requests accompanied by detailed 
plans. 

The first WSU students to buy 
beer on campus are enrolled at 
Stevens Point where beer. sales 
began Feb. | at three student 
centers. Draft beer is served in 
12 ounce plastic cups, with local 
beer selling for 20 cents and a 
nationally advertised brand for 
25 cents. Service starts at 10 a.m, 
daily and 3 p.m. S . Closing 
times are midnight Friday and 
Saturday and_11 p.m, other days. 

WSU-Whitewater began beer 
sales Feb. 18 in Ye Old Center 
Pub where 14 ounce containers of 
draft beer sell in the student 
center for 30 cents, Hours are 
4 —11:30 p.m. Monday-Wednes- 
day; 4 p.m. to 12:30 a.m. Thurs- 


day and Friday, noon to 12:30 
‘Saturday and 1:30 to 


sophomore 
campus at Fond du Lac also 
began beer sales Feb. 18.

The universities at Fau Claire, 
Oshkosh and River Falls will 
begin serving draft beer as soon 
as arrangements for necessary 
equipment are completed.

The Stout student who has not 
heard of Tongue is an extreme 
rarity. Almost as rare is the 
Stout student who has not attended 
a Tongue concert. But few stu- 
dents know of the personalities 
’ and objectives behind the music 
they have heard. Paul Rabbitt, 
acting as spokesman for the other 
members of the group—Bob Col- 
lins, Mickey Larson, and Dick 
Weber — discusses these person- 
alities, objectives, and a lot 
more. . 

How do you feel about the music 
you’re playing now? 

_ ‘In the past, the material we 
wrote, tended to be an exercise of 
rhythms—we used a lot of tempo 
changes. As a result, our music 
was hard to get into. We received 
lots of criticism because of this, 
and also because we tended to 


follow our chord progressions too | 


‘much with our vocals, The music 
was fine for listening, but not good 
- for audience participation. . 
‘Our music lately is technical- 
ly a lot better than in the past. 
Our rhythm now is based on the 


tie hand-clap. Often at practice ses- 


sions we just get together and 
start clapping and stomping until 
we get a beat together. We want 
our songs to be a rhythmic en- 
tity-also our performance as 
whole. . ‘ 

“Right now we’re pointed to- 
wards rock and roll, and we’ll 
probably keep in that diction until 
our creativity in that area is no 
longer unique. There probably 
won’t be a conscious end to our 
playing rock and roll type of 
music—we’ll just gradually point 
in another direction.’’ 


What do you theoretically de-_ 


mand of yourselves for what you 
would consider to be a good per- 
formance? 

“We’re concerned now about 
projecting something to the peo- 


ple that makes us unique because 


-that’s what entertainment is all 


about. We’ve been searching our- 
selves—we’re aware that our best 
form of creativity comes from 
ourselves-constantly searching 
to bring out ‘things we know are 
there. We want to communicate 
but not obviously—instead, spon- 
taneously-a happening. That’s 
one main reason why we’re lean- 
ing towards hard rock and roll-it 
has strong appeal in live per- 
formances. We’re striving to get 
our audiences involved in our 
music, © 

“We like to see people getting 
it together-forgetting themselves 
and becoming one big unit. We 
used. to like the listening audi- 
ence—it was an ego thing for us. 
But now we want to satisfy the 
audience, too. 

‘«We’re trying to tighten up our 
performance and keep it moving 
so it can’t be talked: aboat:until 
it’s done. We want to know our 


“songs so well that we can tell 


just when the extra time for that 
necessary string change or drink 
of water can be ‘fit in without 
disruption. - 

“(We want rhythm, not just in 
our song, but between our songs, 
throughout our whole perform- 
ance, We feel we should start 
performing. ten minutes before 
we get on stage, and not stop 
until. ten minutes after we’ve 
left it-that way our rhythm can 
and should be felt through the 
whole show. 

**Also, we’ve had a recent de- 
velopment - concerning. our per- 
formance away from Stout,: All 
this time we’ve been playing out 
of Menomonie with the wrong 
attitude. We were trying to show 
that we were really aware, really 
hip to everything, but now we’ve 
decided that that’s been hypo- 
critical and lately we’ve been

Governor Wants Systems Merger; 


Regents Voice Their Approval

A merger of the University 
of Wisconsin and the Wisconsin 
State Universities was proposed 
by Gov. Lucey during the second 
part of his three part biennium 
budget message February 25. 
During his campaign, Lucey 
called for ‘“‘consideration of con- 
solidation of higher education 
systems,’’ and ‘‘a single Board 
of Regents with a small staff 


-and separate university pres- 


idents for all institutions who 
would report directly to the 
board.”’ 

The formal proposal was pre- 
ceded one day by a bill intro- 
duced in the senate to consolidate 
the Board of Regents of the two 
State University systems. The 
bill originated out of the Senate 
Education Committee appointed 
by former Gov. Knowles to con- 
sider the merger idea. In his 
actual proposal before a joint 
session of the legislature, Lucey 
suggested the following substan- 
tive changes: 

Elimination from the executive 
budget the Coordinating Commit- 
tee of Higher Education and the 
central administrative costs of 
the . State Universities and the 
University of Wisconsin, 

* That broad public policy for 
higher education be formulated 
by a single board of regents of 
16 members to be composed of 
six members from the present 
University of Wisconsin Board, 
four from the state universities 
board, and the State Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction as an ex- 
officio regent. Further, the Gov- 
ernor has requested legislative 
authority to appoint in addition, 
four citizen members, plus the 
chairman of the State Board of 
Vocational Technical and Adulit 
Education as an ex-officio mem-

Crosswalk Action Initiated

The comment was made by a 
student relating to the North 
Area Campus Safety Committee 
which is concerning itself with the 
construction of a crosswalk 
complex, 


The committee grew out of a 
group of students want for action 
to be taken by proper authorities 
in solving the pedestrian problem 
which now exists at North cam- 
pus, It is arecognized committee 
of IRHC and also a task force of 
SSA, 

Raiph Isenberg, the organizer 
of the committee, has program- 
med its action which entails re- 
searching the situation and mak- 
ing the data known to public 
officials, collecting supportfrom 
different community groups, act- 
ing as a spokesman for the con- 
cerned students, and regulating 
the student involvement concern- 
ing the situation on North campus. 

According to the general data 
collected by Isenberg, one student 
has been hit this year and many 
close calis have been reported 
partly due to: students playing 
“chicken’’ with the cars, the 
fact that cars are not observing 
the posted speeds and the fact 
that the North areas dinner hours 
correspond with the heavy traffic 
hour. A survey indicated that 
close to 1800 cars cut the stu- 
dents’ path to Tainter between 
the hours of 4:45 and 6:45 p.m. 

The crosswalk project has been 
put on a list of ll other projects 
of which the walk is considered 
low priority. The plans have been 
approved by the Coordinating 


Council of Higher Education and 
Department of Engineering and 
will be funded by the general 
purpose revenue. 

Isenberg’s conference with the 
city manager resulted in the 
attempt to improve the situation 
with police patrol and his support 
of the project.

He would have a free hand 
in building a new central ad- 
ministration responsible to him; 
he would be expected to submit a 
new budget for central adminis- 
tration, through the office of the 
Governor, to the Joint Committee 
on Finance: 

* The reorganization would 
mean that all graduates would 
receive a degree from the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. Each cam- 
pus would be headed by a chan- 
cellor who would be charged by 
the Regents to carry out the 
mission of his particular institu- 
tion. 

* At each campus, an eleven 
member campus coucil would be 
ereated, The council, headed by 
the Chancellor, would consist of 
citizen, student and faculty mem- 
bers and would have advisory 
and consultative functions, 

A bill to merge the state’s 
university systems had been in- 
introduced in every legislative 
session from 1893 to 1955 without 
passage, 

The merger gained support 
from the WSU Board of Regents 
at their March meeting in Mad- 


‘ison, The Board authorized the 


WSU executive director, Eugene 
McPhee to ask Lucey to forma 
committee composed of regents, 
administrators, faculty members 
and students from each system 
to work on the problems inherent 
in such a merger. 

In McPhee’s statement before 
the Board he spoke in favor of 
the merger stating ‘‘that we can 
no longer afford to support an

Priority Conversion 
to ‘We-ism” Endorsed 


Stout students recently had the benefit of viewing that 
fascinating natural phenomenon in history called “people 
mistakes.” 

Last year, the campus had the opportunity to learn and 
share with their fellow students political observations and 
opposite views concerning national and domestic problems 
and hopefully come up with a way in which we, as students, 
could improve our crumbling society. The purpose of the 
Teach-ins was just that. 

Instead we chose sides, built up walls against personal 
encounter, stereotyped our fellow humans as “the enemy”’ 
without having the opportunity to just talk with each other. 
People started on their huge ego building trip, feeling all- 
perfect and all-knowing. 

Labels rted flying all over: commmies, fascists, 
whitey, peaceniks, hard hats, traitors, niggers, self- 
acclaimed gods, right wing, left wing, who’s the jerk in 
the middle. It seemed as though ears were evolving into 
just pieces of flesh with no function for no one was listen- 
ing; just shouting. No respect; just hate. Not working with 
people but against them. 

Repeating mistakes seems to be a favorite pastime for 
people because they’re at it again, folks. People with their 
blown-out-of-proportion, one-sided “facts,” dusting off the 
old rhetoric book for new words. Paranoia strikes and 
the bell sounds.

The war in Southeast Asia goes on. Each day brings| r 
with it the news of still more death and a greater escala- 
tion of the fighting, — 

Nixon claims he is getting us out of the war, but the 
impression he and his advisors give is an Orwellian one. 
Allied forces invade Laos, and. we read “incursion.” The 
war is expanded to include a agar long ravaged by 
U.S. bombing missions, and we hear that it is a tactic to 
permit further troop withdrawal. 

American soldiers have been photographed in Viet- 
namese uniforms inside Laos, and we are shown a photo 
of a sign warning °U.S. personnel not to transgress the 
border. 

War is peace, Life is death. 

With each new day, it becomes more and more evi- 
dent that, in fact, Nixon is trying desperately to win the 
war in Southeast Asia. If an invasion of Cambodia doesn’t 
do the trick, there is an invasion of Laos. Today, the Lao- 
tian invasion is floundering—what..next? Bombings, an 
invasion of North Vietnam, perhaps tactical nuclear 
weapons. 

What began in the early sixties as a few pencil advisors 
helping a decadent Vietnamese regime, is now inescapably 
revealed as a determined (sometime verging on fanatical) 
effort to crush once and for all the Southeast Asian revolu- 
tion and“to restore the semi-colonial status. of yesterday . 

What has marked the tragedy of that effort is some- 
thing that can never penetrate the rhetoric of this nation’s 
government: that to destroy the revolution transcends the 
killing of a few guerillas, and stopping the “outside agita- 
tion” of the North Vietnamese. 


~ To destroy the revolution in Southeast Asia, this coun- 
try will have to kill many millions more Asians and com- 
pletely destroy their homeland. It is toward this terrifying 
goal that Richard Nixon, in his feverish desire to win the 
war, is steadily moving. 

When the invasions of Laos were announced, gradually 
and with out drama, American youth reacted too little and 
too late. There can be no question but that the Nixon ' 
administration interpreted our reaction as a failure of the 
test they put us to. 


. They are now apparently ready to operate on the as- 
sumption that the anti-war movement has been consumed 
by the tests to: which it is continually put. This attitude 
is a fatal one—to millions of Asians and thousands of 
American troops stationed there. We must reyerse it. 
Now. Before it is too late. 

We are not alone. At present, the United States is 
enduring the greatest wave of worker’s strikes in 25 
years, which are a direct reaction to war ensued inflation. 
The grass roots and militantly anti-war American Service- 
men’s Union has a membership which has swelled to 11,000. 
Last week in Iowa, farmers and hardhats joined young 
people in demonstrating against Nixon. 

A recent Gallop poll revealed that 73% of all Ameri- 
cans want a withdrawal date set. 

The time to let Nixon know the nature of our resistance 
to anything short of immediate and total withdrawal of 
U.S. interference in Southeast Asia is at hand. We must 
continue to mount and build that resistance until the war 
is over. Movement, action and community organizing are 
not the children of crisis, but of commitment.

' This change was due to our 
entry into Southeast Asia (which 
was again breaking the Accords). 
“‘Our’’ boundary is by no means

for we broke accords that the 


. United ‘States even participated 
“in drafting. 


The authors of last week's 


- letter ask why the people’ s peace 


treaty fails to mention the ‘‘Com- 
munists’’ and ‘‘why are just the 
U. S. and Vietnamese people 
mentioned.’?. The, treaty did not

cifically called for ‘‘an immed-

: A Human Encounter Is Coming 


_Faler - Sylvers 
Former Teachers Await Ruling 


Last year, Stout State Univer- 
sity failed to renew the teaching 
contracts of Paul Faler and Mal- 
colm Sylvers. The process was an 
extremely simple one; both 
teachers lacked tenure, and 
therefore were not guaranteed 
a, contract renewal. No explan- 
ation was due them as to the 
reasons behind the dismissal, 
however it was suspected that 
the motive resulted from the 
fact -that both are acknowledged 
peace activists, and were in- 
volved. in organiz and lead- 
ing the Moratorium Against the 
Vietnam War here a year ago 
in fall. Faler and Sylvers, feel- 
ing their dismissal to be totally 
undemocratic, are currently pre- 
paring a case to be presented 
in court. 


Their situation parallels al- 
most exactly that of Roth, a 
former teacher~ at Oshkosh. 
Roth’s teaching contract was dis- 
continued; he was active on the 
campus with the black students 
and was the one focal point in 
their favor. Roth took his case 
to court, claiming that the dis- 


missal was a violation of his 
human rights. 

The case was heard by Judge 
Doyle of the Federal Court of 
Madison. Doyle ruled in Roth’s 
favor, saying that a hearing or 
list of reasons have to be 
given Roth, concerning the mo- 
tives behind his dismissal, A 
hearing date was set. 

The Wisconsin Board of Re- 
gents appealed the case to a 


higher court, stating that neither’ 


a hearing nora list of reasons 
was necessary or desirable, 
Judge Doyle stayed the execu- 
tion of Roth’s hearing until a 
decision is made by the higher 
court. The Board of Regents’ 
case has been heard, and a rul- 
ing is expected any day now. 

Because of the similarity be- 
tween the two incidents, Faler 
and Sylver’s chances for a fav- 
orable decision rest almost en- 
tirely upon the outcome of Roth’s 
case. If the decision is in their 
favor, p S a big step will be 
taken to enable one to be a 
teacher and a practitioner of our 
basic human freedoms at the 
same time,

notion of the ‘ivory tower’ role 
of the university stressed total 
academic freedom and ‘pure’ re- 
search — the academician should 
not be troubled by pressures from 
the state or university adminis- 
tration, but should be free to 
enjoy the pleasures of free 
inquiry. 

“At the same time, the uni- 
versity plays a role in scien- 
tific research, functioning as a 
repository for knowledge or 
skills in such technical areas 
as engineering, biology, physics, 
and medicine.

Wilderness 


Camping, hiking and canoeing 
aren’t typical subjects taught 
in a university gym class, but 
they’re an important part of a 
physical education course being 
offered this semester at Stout 
State University. The course, 
entitled ‘Outdoor Skills,’’ con- 
sists of a variety of activities 
ranging from making your own 
tent to scaling the side of the 
Univacaity Fieldhouse, It is open 

to both men and women, 


“We try to get our students to 
know the wilderness and to re- 
spect it,’? said John Zuerlein, 
instructor for the course. He 
explained that the students are 
taught -subjects associated with 
outdoor camping _ techniques, 
canoeing, basic climbing and hik- 
ing skills, camp cooking and out-. 
door observation. 
~ ‘] felt that we have such a 


' -variety of outdoor recreational 


resources but students don’t use 
them to their fullest because they 
don’t. know how,’’ Zuerlein said. 
“This course shows students How 
to appreciate and use available 
natural resources.’’ 

Zuerlein’s ‘approach to the 
course’ involves more than just’ 
classroom instruction. For ex- 


- ample, the 31 students enrolled 


in the course recently. packed off 
for a camping and canoeing trip 
up the Red Cedar River, north of 
Menomonie, Many of the tents 
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Survival in Curriculum 


used on the camping trip were 
made by thé students from 
sheets of plastic, mosquito net- 
ting and tape. The students set 


up their own camp, cooked their . 


own food and engaged in a var- 
fety of hiking and climbing ac- 
tivities, 

Zuerlein feels that activities 
such as these help students gain 
a greater appreciation for phy- 
sical fitness. ‘‘I want the students 
to know what fatigue is in the 
wilderness,’*: he said. ‘*This will 
show them the need for physical 
fitness in outdoor activities.”’ 

Knowing your way around in the 
woods is an important part of 
outdoor recreation so Zuerlein 

ves his students lessons infind- 

directions and in survival 
techniques. A small wooded area 
outside- Menomonie _is_used as a 
laboratory for this training. 
-To help the students develop 
skills in climbing, -Zuerlein has 
had members of his class lower- 
ing themselves from ropes 


Stretched along the outside of 
the wilderness,’’ Zuerlein ex- 
explained. 

The half credit, for which the 
course is offered, helps satisfy 


part of the physical eddcation - 


work required by the University 
for graduation. Hopefully, stu- 
dents in the course will learn to 
enjoy the benefits of outdoor 
recreation not only during the 
course but in years to come, 
“The underlying thing is it's 
one heck of a lot of fun,’’ Zuer- 
lein said.

The question has often been 
asked whether or not the monitor 
systems. in . Stout’s residence 
halls can be manipulated to en- 
able outsiders to hear conversa- 
tions within the rooms. The an- 
swer is yes, it can be done, But 
never in the past has the univer- 
sity itself used the intercoms 
for this purpose and there are 
apparently no intentions to do 
so in the future. 

However, mechanical difficul- 
ties can occur within the system 
which result in just such a situa- 
tion. Recently in CKTO, it was 
discovered that when the talk 
buttons for two rooms were push- 
ed the occupants of the rooms 
could be heard conversing. The 
students were immediately in- 
formed of their predicament. 


The maintenance man who cor- 
rected the defect found that the 
.intercom had been tampered with 
at the student’s end; obviously, 
previous residents had wished to 
“talk to their caller without push- 
ing the room button, and had 
changed the system to obtain this 
result. The old speakers were- 
replaced with new ones. 

Intercom systems in public 
areas of dorms are sometimes

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Creative Arts Festival 
“Dusty” Snackbar Prevents Dance

Because of one man Stout’s 
students are being deprived of 
using their student center as 
they want to, 

The Creative Arts Festival 
has been denied the use of the 
Student Snackbar for anall-cam- 


‘pus dance, Allan Klink, director 
- of the Memorial Student Center _ 


refused them saying, ‘‘Using the 
Snackbar for dances infringe 
the operation of the food ‘serVice 
when equipment has to leave and 
be brought back to the snackbar 
area,’? Asked why it could. be 


used for annual events such as ‘ 


Homecoming, and Winter Car- 
nival, his answer was that it has 
been ‘used in the past for these so 
called ‘‘Grandfather’’ events as 
a matter of tradition. ‘‘Idon’t ne- 
cessarily agree with this tra- 
dition.’’ : 


Other points of his reasoning 
were that the snackbar is basic- 
ally a food facility, and dancing 


creates a health hazard, due to - 


the stirring of dust which settles 
on the cooking equipment. 

Also cited was the damage done 
for furniture (at previous dances 
some tables have been stolen) and 


the problem of overcrowding™ 
on. from ‘non-Stout students caused 


by the attraction of free music. 

Klink went on to say that if he 
gave permission to one group he 
must allow all campus organiza- 
tions to use the snackbar. He 
does, not. want to start a chain 
reaction. In his eyes, the bal- 
room is sufficient for any dance 
activities. Klink’s only proposal 
of a possible solution was to ask 
for a new facility. 

The ballroom is available, but 


the Creative Arts Commitee pre- 
fers the snackbar for two main 
reasons: the acoustics are better 
in the Snackbar, and the students 
seem to prefer the atmosphere 
of the Snackbar, instead of the 
nothingness that prevails in the 
ballroom, 

However, Klink said he will 
follow his policy for. the remain- 
der of:the year at least, and will 
refuse-all other requests on the 
logic just presented, 

In answer to Klink’s remarks 
of allowing only all-campus 
annual events to use the Snackbar, 
the Creative Arts people had this 
to say: they are an all campus 

group and feel that if the festival 
is a- success in the eyes of the 
Students, it could be one of more 
enjoyable events of the year and 
years to come. 


House Committee Extends 
Draft Through June, 1973 


‘UPI — The House Armed Ser- 
vices Committee voted last week 
to extend the draft until June 30, 
1973, and to give President Nixon 
authority to abolish undergrad- 
uate college student deferments. 

The committee, ata closed 
meeting, rejected a proposal to 


_adopt the Gates Commission re- 


port recommending an end to the 
draft on June 30 and replacing it 
with an all-volunteer armed 
force, 

The committee will meet 
Thursday to decide whether to 
adopt Nixon’s: $1.5 billion pro- 
posal to raise military pay high 
enough to attain a zero draft 
eall by June 30, 1973, 

“We rej the volunteer 
army but we did not put any 
obstacles in the way of attaining 
a zero draft,’’ said Rep. F, 
Edward Hebert (D-La.), the com- 
mittee chairman, 

**T still say there can never be 
a volunteer army because I don’t 
think it will be possible, I think 
the only way to get a volunteer 
army is. to draft it,’’ Hebert said. 

The votes Tuesday were tenta- 
tive, subject-to final action when 
the committee clears tthe bill, 
possibly by the end of the week. 
But in view of the ‘margins of 
each vote, there seerned little 
likelihood of any reversals, 

While the volunteer army pro- 
posal was rejected, 28 to 7, the 
committee approyed extending 
_ the draft for two years past June

Submarine Sandwich Shop Opens 


Many southern Wisconsin resi- 
dents will recognize the name 
Fazio in connection with fine res- 
taurants and night clubs in the 
Milwaukee area, Eighteen year 
old Tony Fazio, Jr. is not quite 
so well-known in northern Wis- 
consin, but his submarine sand- 
wich shop in downtown Menom- 


onie may soon give him the- 


same claim to fame. 

Fazio is a freshman from Mil- 
waukee majoring in hotel and 
restaurant management at Stout 
State University, Last fall he 
decided to get quae practical ex- 
perience in his future profession 
and earn some money to help 
pay for his education. With a few 
savings, some understanding dis- 


. tributors, a little advice from 


his father and a Stout instructor, 
and lots of ambition, Fazio opened 
the doors of the Sub-Way Sub- 


marine Shop. 

Now with seven part-time em- 
ployees, he sells over 1,200 sand- 
wiches a week to Stout students 
and Menomonie residents. 

“I felt if Iwas going to get an 
academic education I should also 
get a practical education,’’ Fazio 
pointed out, noting that the shop 
was his own idea. The plan was 
viewed with some apprehension 
by his father, who has been in the 
restaurant business for over 35 
years, along with other members 
of the Fazio family. The family , 
currently operates an Italian res- 
taurant and three ‘‘Iron Horse 
Diners.’’

The Wisconsin State Univer- 
sities sponsor summer programs 
at Pigeon Lake Camp near Drum- 
mond, Bayfield County, in north 
western Wisconsin. 

Appropriate course work suc-

Summer Fees 
Cut Sharply 


For the first time, the Wis- 
consin State University system 
this summer will operate on a 
straight per credit fee basis. 

This policy eliminates the flat 
fee for those considered full time 
in previous years (undergrad- 
uates carrying six credits or 
more or graduates carrying five 
credits or more). 

This change in fee policy makes 
possible considerable reduction 


in non resident per credit fees. 


Under the new policy, residents 
will pay $13 a credit and non 
residents $20 a credit on the 
undergraduate level. 

On the graduate level, resi- 
dents will pay $20 a credit and 
non residents will pay $30 
a credit. 

Last year, non resident under- 
graduate students paid $53 a 
eredit and non resident graduate 
students paid $87 a credit.

The $4.2 million Science and Technology building, which contains about 130,000 
square feet of floor space, is the largest instructional facility ever built at the 
university. It was completed last summer and will be in use this year. Divided 
into two complexes, the facility contains a science wing for the departments of 
chemistry, biology, physics and mathematics and a technology wing for studies 
in plastics, woods, industrial graphics, general finishing, building construction, 
power mechanics and industrial management. The building, with a total of 32 
laboratories and nine classrooms, has space for over 1,600 students, plus 90 faculty

* A dependent or parents, who 
are legal Wisconsin residents and 
have been for 12 or more months 
prior to the beginning of a school 
term, is considered a resident, 


* A person under 21 who isa 
dependent of a Wisconsin resi- 
dent because of legal guardian- 
ship is considered a resident. 


* A female, non-resident, who 
marries a Wisconsin resident is 
considered a resident. (The re- 
verse is not true) 


* A person who entered Wis- 
consin for the purpose of em- 
ployment, gained such employ~ 
ment, and has worked 12 or more 
months (paying Wisconsin income 
taxes, voting and vehicle regis- 
tration), is said to have gained 
residency — if at a later date he 
decides to attend school. A stu- 
dent from another state who is in 
Wisconsin primarily to obtain 
an education will not be consid- 
ered to have established resi- 
dency. 


* A non-resident Armed 
Forces person or family member 
is a resident for school purposes

GENERAL INFORMATION 


The sixty-sixth annual summer session will open on 
Monday, June 21, 1971, and continue for eight weeks, clos- 
ing on Friday, August 13. A two-week pre-session is offered 
from June 7 to June 18. Thus a student may enroll for as 
many as ten weeks of work during the summer. 


ADMISSIONS 


Graduates or undergraduates who plan to attend Stout 
State University for the first time must make application 
for admission. Undergraduate application forms may be 
obtained from the Admissions Office at Stout or from any 
Wisconsin high school. Graduate applications may be ob- 
tained from the Graduate College at Stout State University. 


ENROLLMENT 


Pre-registration is encouraged. Two types of pre- 
registration will occur: 


1) Students currently enrolled (on campus Semester II, 
1970-71) will be allowed to pre-register on the eve- 
ning of April 26.

Offered this summer will be 
the three graduate level courses 
as full professional preparation 
for the teaching of American In- 
dustry. Curriculum in American 
Industry (102-500) is concerned 
with the rationale, structure and 
content of American Industry. 
Foundations of American Indus- 
try (102-501) provides an in-depth 
study of the 13 basic concepts of 
industry. Interrelationships of 
American Industry Concepts 
(102-502) deals with the inter- 
relatedness and unity of the total 
structure of industry as found in 
a functioning enterprise. 

As American Industry moves 
ahead with the training of teach- 
ers through extended services 
courses, through special. insti-. 
tutes conducted by American In- 
dustry consortium universities, 
and through Stout’s own under- 
graduate and graduate degree 
programs, the value of early 
involvement in American Indus- 
try becomes greater, The de- 
mands for trained teachers of 
American Industry, especially 
for the middle school and junior 
high school, are increasing each 
year. 


Measurement 


to be Studied 


Dimensional Metrology, a 
study of the science of measure-= 
ment, has been scheduled by the 
metals department for the pre- 
session. 

The course includes all aspects 
of dimensional measurement 
from mechanical systems, such 
as micrometers, to systems 
which use physical properties, as 
to optical flats, 


Students enrolling in this 
course can expect to start with 
the simpler measuring systems 
and progress to the more com- 
plex. Techniques of measure- 
ment, as well as measuring de- 
vices and systems, will be 
covered, 


Measurement devices to be 
covered include: scales, cal- 
ipers, vernier calipers, microm- 
eters, dial indicators, gage 
blocks, surface plates, height 
gages, optical flats, profilomet- 
ers, electronic comparitors, 
air gages, laser interferometers, 
optical comparitors, and laser 
and optical alignment instru- 
ments. 


Previous knowledge or exper- 
ience is not necessary for suc- 
cessful completion of the course, 


although it may be helpful, Plans 


are being made to have repre- 
sentatives from manufacturers of 
measuring equipment cover some 
of the equipment and answer 
questions,

New Misconduct Penalties 
‘Recommended at lowa City 


After a year’s study, a Univer- 
sity of Iowa committee has 
recommended a new system for 
handling student misconduct 
cases. Under the committee’s 
proposals, a student found guilty 
of misconduct might be sentenced 
to scrub floors for awhile or be 
ordered to pay a fine. 
; Another form of punishment 

proposed would require the guilty 
student to write a letter to his 
‘ parents explaining what he had 
done wrong. 

The university’s old judicial 
system, in which misconduct 
cases were heard by a student- 
faculty committee; broke downin 
January, 1970, when the Student 
Senate withdrew student mem- 
bers of the committee on the 
grounds that student representa~ 
tion on such committees was in- 
effectual. 

Since then Theodore cS Gar- 
field, retired chief justice of the 
Iowa Supreme Court, has been 


appointed by the university to. 


conduct hearing in misconduct 
cases and -submit his. findings 
to University President Willard 
Boyd, 

The study chaihiliean appointed 
by President Boyd to come up 
with recommendations for a new 
judicial system Was headed by 
James C,. Spalding, professor 
of Religion, and included two 
students, two law professors 
and a dean. A tentative report 
has been submitted to the Facul- 
ty Senate and Student Senate. 

Under the study committee’s 
proposal there would be three 
faculty members _ serving as 

hearing officers, They would be 
appointed to three-year terms 
by the university president from 
nominations made by a com- 
mittee of three students and three 
faculty members. 

The study committee alsopro- 
poses a Hearing Review Com-

mission to handle appeals from 
decisions of hearing officers and 
appeals from other university 
judicial bodies. The Review Com- 
mission would consist of three

In several recent misconduct 
cases, the controversy has cen- 


tered not on whether a univer-. 


sity rule was violated, but rather 
on whether the rule was a 


legitimate one. 


Under the study committee’s 
proposal, a challenge to the con- 
stitutional or legal validity of 
the charge against a student would 
be ‘argued in a hearing held by 
the Review Commission. 

If a majority of the commis- 
sion decided that the rule or

‘Vocational Programs 
Need Restructure’ 


Vocational rehabilitation pro- 
grams must be restructured to 
use sub-professionals and even 
the disabled themselves, That’s 
what the U. S. commissioner of 
rehabilitation services adminis- 
tration told a Stout State Univer- 
Sity audience last night. Speaking 
at a banquet for vocational re- 
habilitation students, Edward 
Newman said restructuring is 
needed to meet the rising need 
for rehabilitation services. 


Newman, who operates through 
the Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare, singled out the 
undergraduate program at Stout 
as an example of a new approach 
to building a rehabilitation team 
in which professionals with grad- 
uate and undergraduate degrees 
would be assisted by workers’ 
trained on the job and drawn 
from rural, urban and ghetto 
backgrounds. 


He also pointed out that the 
Welfare Reform Bill, now being 
debated in Congress, includes 
provisions for the rehabilitation 
program and its passage would 
greatly increase the numbers 
receiving evaluation and rehab- 
ilitation services, 

The banquet at which Newman 
spoke was held to honor Stout’s 
first undergraduates in voca- 
tional rehabilitation, who will 
receive their degrees this snring.

Senate Backs May Day

Creative Arts Festival activ- 
ities scheduled for May 5 were 
endorsed by the University Stu- 
dent Senate ‘‘in the hope that 
through non-violent expressions 
of attitudes over the Indo-China 
war students, faculty and ad- 
ministration can establish a con- 
structive means of communica- 
tion,’’ This is the first time that 
the Senate has endorsed such an 
activity of this kind. 

Common Cause was also en- 
dorsed in the form of approval 
of a membership for the pres- 
ident of the senate. Common 
Cause is a new, national, non- 
partisan citizens organization 
which has been instrumental in 
the SST lobby and is working on 
the withdrawal from the Indo- 
China War. The Senate feels 


this is another step in keeping 
up with the world outside of Stout 
and a step toward getting in- 
volved, 

Also discussed at the Tuesday 
meeting was beer on campus. 
Judi Lehman reported that it is 
presently at a stalemate. Al- 
though community approval is 
not required by the Board of 
Regents, President Micheels will 
not give his endorsement, which 


is necessary, until the community 


okays beer on campus, 


The major objections are com- 
ing from the tavern owners who 
do not want the competition. 
Students are encouraged to let 
their feelings be known to sen- 
ators and the city council, Coun- 
cil meetings are held every other 
Monday.

The march was a calm and peace- 
ful one, Everyone seemed aware 
of the power present, and on this 
first day, awareness, not proof, 
was all that was necessary. 
Fifty speakers aired their 
opinions from the steps of the 
Capitol building ~ all, of couz se, 
anti-war. Senators, Congress- 
men, student leaders, national 
leaders, each shared their be- 
liefs with the crowd. Intermin- 
gied with the speeches was mu- 
sical entertainment, The demon- 
strators alternately chanted with 
the speakers and listened quietly. 
As the afternoon progressed 
and the line of speakers neared 
an end, the listeners began to 
wander off, back to the Washing- 
ton Monument to claim a good 
spot for the evening’s rock con- 
cert or simply to find a place to 
stay. The walk back had, for 
most part, the same atmosphere 
as before. The ending of the day 
by no means signaled the end of 
the activity — in fact there were 
two more weeks to go. 
Unforgetably impressive was 
the overall peace and calm of the 
day. It was almost ominous like 
the ‘‘quiet before the storm.’’ 
Emotional pleading seems to have

The United States of America, proclaiming it is the 
haven for those seeking freedom from oppression and 
speech, still has on its books the power for the government 
to put any individual it considers dangerous to the secur- 
ity of the country into detention camps. 


During the days of McCarthy’s “Red Purge,” the gov- 
ernment drew up the Emergency Detention Act of 1950 
which authorizes the use of detention camps during periods 
of “internal security emergency.” In 1952, Congress appro- 
priated $775,000 for such activation and rehabilitation of 
such camps and $300,000 for operating expenses. 


The camps were distributed from coast to coast with 
sites in California, Florida, Oklahoma, Pennsylvania, and 
two in Arizona. 


This is not the first time camps have been thought of 
in America. During World War If, 100,000 Japanese- 
Americans were herded into “relocation” camps because 
of their heritage. 


A few years ago with the rise of the blacks, the paranoia 
spread that the government would use this law rounding 
up all blacks in the name of internal security and cram 
them into their camps. Now with the rise of dissidents all 
over the nation the fear has once again been raised. 


The Justice Department has stated it is in favor of 
revoking this law over a year ago but so far it is still on 
the books. This law should be revoked. A country which 
preaches freedom and has six concentration camps in its 
land is extremely hypocritical in nature and word and 
couldn’t possibly be trusted. Help bring this countrv back 
to its basic freedoms. Write Senator Proxmire and demand 
the revocation of this law. Help raise this country to what 
it should be.

There is so much that needs 
to be done. There are so few 
who are properly organized to 
do it. We must end the war. We 
must bring about a drastic change 
in national priorities, We must 
renew our attack on poverty and 
discrimination. And we must keep 
at it until we build a new America. 

I know many of you share my 
concern and my deep sense of 
urgency. We must act now. We 
must demand more of ourselves 
and much, much more of our 
leaders. We must shake up and 
renew outworn institutions. 

Common Cause offers you the 
opportunity. 

Many people today recognize 
that national priorities must be 
changed, but they don’t know 
how to go about it. They are 
shocked by the facts of poverty 
and pollution and inadequate 
housing, but they don’t know what 
to do. 

The first thing Common Cause 
will do is to assist you to speak 
and act in behalf of legislation 
designed to solve the nation’s 


problems, We are going to build © 


a true ‘‘citizens’ lobby,’? con- 
cerned NOT with the advancement 
of special interests but with the 
well-being of the nation.

The solutions are not myster- 
ious. Any capable city council-

can tell you highly practical steps 
that might be taken tomorrow to 
make the system more respon- 
sive. But there has been no 
active, powerful, hard - hitting 


constitutency to fight for such.

The present policies of the 
government seems to indicate 
that the individual should be 
responsible to the government, 
and that mankind should at least 
accept if not agree with the 
opinion evident not only in our 
ghettos, but also in the fields 
of South America, Africa and 
Asia, : 

Supposedly, “‘All men are cre- 


ated equal and that to secure - 


those rights, governments are 
instituted among men, Deriving 
these just powers from the con- 
sent of the governed, that when- 
ever any form of government 


becomes destructive of these 
rights, it is the right of the 


steps. We can provide that kind 
of constituency. 

Skeptics say ‘‘But you can’t 
really change such things.’’ The 
Congress of the United States has 
changed in dramatic ways since 
its founding. Why should we 
assume it has lost the capacity 
to change further? 


The political parties have 
changed even more dramatically 
since the birth of the Republic. 
They can change again, 

Common Cause is anoutgrowth 
of the Urban Coalition Action 
Council. Operating under a gov~- 
erning board of extraordinary 
diversity (mayors, minority 
group leaders, and leaders from 
business, labor and major re- 
ligious groups), the Action Coun- 
cil proved to be astonishingly 
effective. 


The Council has worked with a 
variety of allies in the civil 
rights organizations, the labor 
movement, the business com- 
munity, and other groups. It has 
participated in major legislative 
victories, including extension of 
the Voting Rights Act, passage of 
the Welfare Reform Bill in the 
House, and defeat of a measure 
that would have virtually ended 
nonpartisan voter registration 
programs, 


In short, we know from first. 


hand experience that citizen ac- 
tion can be effective. We ask you 
to join us in making it even 
more so. 

I shall not attempt to list here 
all the issues with which Com- 
mon Cause will be concerned. 
We believe there is great ur- 
gency in ending the Vietnam War 
on a scheduled timetable, We 
believe the problems of poverty 
and race must be among our first 
concern. We will call for new 
solutions in housing, employ- 
ment, education, health, con- 
sumer protection, environment, 
family planning, law enforce- 
ment and the administration of 
justice, 

As our membership grows, we 
will. ask members to help in 
identifying priority issues. 

We do not expect every mem- 
ber to agree with every detail 
of our agenda. But our govern- 
ing board has learned in three 
years of experience that it is 
possible to arrive at significant 
proposals that will be agreed on 
by Americans of widely differ- 
ing backgrounds, 

We take the phrase ‘‘Common 
Cause’ seriously. The things 
that unite us as a people are 
more important than the things 
that divide us. No particular 
interest group can prosper for 
long if the nation is disintegra- 
ting. Every group must have 
an overriding interest in the well- 
being of the whole society. I 
follows that our agenda must 
be an agenda for ALL Americans

They are still 
trying to suppress our black 
brothers. They are exploiting 
the working man at home, and the 
whole world over, They are ruin- 
ing our environment and getting 
rich at the same time.

They are at- 
tempting to reduce us under 2 
state of almost absolute Des- 
potism. 

It is our right, it is our duty, 
to throw off such government, 
and to provide new guards for 
our future security!

Ramsey: Focus on Tech Education 


Gearing up education for the 
year 2000 was the challenge is- 
sued here May 1 by William L, 
Ramsey, district director of the 
Milwaukee Area Technical Col- 
lege. Ramsey spoke at the dedi- 
cation of Stout State University’s 
new $4.2 million Science and 


.edueation, he said teaching must 
focus on technology and what it 
means to the individuals con- 
cerned, ‘‘Our hope for the future 
depends not only upon further 
knowledge but also upon a more 
realistic and practical new look 
at the dignity and pride of all 
work, whether it be that of the 
philosopher, scientist, engineer 
or auto repairman,’’ Ramsey 


He predicted a change in life- 
style through technology. He said, 


for example, that communication 


would place greater emphasis on. 
electronic’ media, through satel-_ 


lites, orbital post offices and 
worldwide television. ‘‘The 
printed newspaper as we know it 
today and have known it for 300 
years may disappear, to be re- 
placed by an electronic pre- 
”? he said, 

Ramsey noted that education 

must move to meet these tech- 


nological changes. He called for’ 


four levels of training: A super 
specialist with a doctorate or 


.post doctorate degree; a special- 


ist with college training in a 
number of areas; a technician 
with two years of post-high school 
education and a skilled person 
with post-high school education 
of a specialized nature. 

“‘Our technology, along withan 


expanding and increasing econ- 


omy has not only increased the 
demand for scientists’and engin- 
eers of all kinds, but; also the 
need for technicians and skilled 
persons to support them,’ Ram- 
sey stated, adding that educated 
persons must have a tremendous 
amount of specialization, yet 
must have a broad enough back- 
ground to meet changes as they 


occur,: . 
sey warned that conven-

tional education as we know it — 


today cannot meet the needs of 
the year 2000. ‘‘God created all 
living things on the earth—but

ogist. The authors are Drs. Phil- 
ip A,.Mann and Ira Iscoe, com- 
munity oriented psychologists, 
who assembled and integrated 
information on the activities. 

Both teach at UT Austin. Each 
also has another special connec- 
tion with conflicting. parties in- 
volved. Dr. Mann in addition to 
his campus work, has taught ex- 
tension courses for the Austin 
Police Department and conducts 
a mental health consultationproj- 
ect with the department. Dr. 
Iscoe, as Director of the Coun- 
seling—Psychological Services 
Center on the campus, has close 
contact with students’ views and 
stresses, 

The authors explain that ‘‘the 
Study was done to point out some 
elements that probably are com- 
mon to such situations elsewhere 
and to develop a perspective on

 Stidents working: this summer 


(and others, for \hat matter), 
who owed no tax last year and 
expect to owe none this year, 
may file withholding exemption 
certificates with their employ- 
ers, and thereby forestall the 
withholding of any income tax 
from their wages. 

Single students (or others) with 
income of less than $1,700 and 
married ones- filing jointly with—-

not owe any federal income tax 
for 1971. 

Exemption certificates filed 
for last year expire April 30, 
1971; so new ones must be filed 
by May 1. If a student starts to 
work after May I, he should file 
his Form W-4 when he starts

There may be fishier towns 
around than Menomonie, but they 
don’t come to mind right off. 

For the many college students 
hereabouts whose idea of heaven 
is a fish on the end of a line, the 
last few days have been eternity. 

Fishing for some species, 
somewhere, is legal year around 
in Wisconsin-some nice walleyes 
have been taken right down below 
the Menomonie dam on the Red

season,

outdoors men to stay in bed, 
They emerge later when the 
crowd is gone and the streams 
and: rivers are deserted except 
for ticks, mosquitoes, and of 
course the fish — and later the 
fish story.

Hackbarth won the high jump as 
usual with a 6’4’’ jump, but 
missed at the 6’ 61/2’’ record 
jump.

Kranz had inthe half-mile. Kranz 
ran a 1:58.7 placing fourth among

Bo Sandstrom broke the old 
school record in the mile while 
placing fifth. Sandstrom broke 
Dan Kann’s record of 4:27.7 with 
a time of 4:27.2. Mankato won 
the meet with 100 points, followed 


by LaCrosse with 83, Stevens 


Point with 76, Stout with 31, and 
U. W. Parkside with 13. 

Monday the team traveled to 
River Falls where they had a 
meet under the lights. It was a 
beautiful spring night and many 
fine performances were turned 
in by the Bluedevils. 

The night started off with 
Wayne Anderson winning the pole 
vault at 12’.6’’. Anderson just 
missed the ,school record with 
misses at 13’ 3’’. Then came a 
winning effort from Hackbarth 
with a high jump of 6 41/2’’. 
Hackbarth also struggling to top

. Lemsky just

6’ 61/4’. 

Burwell, beaten only once out- 
doors, showed his stride and 
provided a victory in the quarter- 
mile. Burwell, just missing the 
49 second barrier with a 50 
seconds flat, is a top contender 
in the WSU conference. 

Butcher shined again as he tied 
the school record in the 440 inter- 
mediate hurdles with a time of 
55.5, The conference meet should 
prove to be the supreme test for 
these two quarter-~milers. 

Butcher also captured the 
triple jump as he neared the 44 
foot mark with a jump of 43’ 
81/2’, 

The most exciting race that 
night was for second ‘place in 
the mile run, Bill Lemsky and Bob 
Sandstrom of Stout both. trailed 
the Augsburg College runner, 
The Augsburg runner set a rapid 
pace and both Sandstrom and 
Lemsky broke the existing school 
mile record by three seconds.

Some of our traditional means of educating people are 
growing obsolete, and many Stout instructors seem to over- 
look this fact. In this technically oriented school, there are 
many facts, figures, and statistics which the students 
should learn for their respective majors. Many teachers 
take lecture time to impart this “important” knowledge 
to us. It just so happens that many students at Stout fre- 
quently find their lectures extremely boring, and some- 
times miserable to sit through. 

I wish all the instructors would ask themselves this 

uestion: Could the material that I am teaching be learned 
through reading? If the answer is yes, I’d like to ask why 
it is better for us to get this material from your lectures 
than to get it from a book? It would be better to have a 
source of these facts available as resources, and learn them 
when’ needed than to sit through lectures of them. It 
seems that you may be wasting your time and ours by 
simply giving us facts which we will probably forget, and 
which we can get from other places when we need them.

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Vocational Rehal ilitation Proves Successful 


A married manwho can’ tholda 
job ... a truck driver who must 
change jobs for healthreasons... 
a retarded person who is unable 
to retain employment ... a high 
school student who is chronically 
absent. Hundreds of people with 
problems such as this are now 
receiving help through a special 
work evaluation and training cen- 
ter here. 

Housed in a converted tire 
warehouse, the center is operated 
by staff from the vocational re- 
habilitation program at Stout 
State University. Itis now nearing 
its third year of operation annual- 
ly serving more than 500 people, 
whose ages range from 15 to 58. 

The facility is open to anyone 
of employment age, according to 
John Wesolek, director of the 
center. Most of his clients come 
from referral agencies such as 
the State Division of Vocational 
Rehabilitation, the Veterans Ad- 
ministration, and the Social Se- 
curity Administration. 

One project recently undertak- 
en at the center involved the 
evaluation of a group of high 
school students from neighbor- 
ing school districts who were 
chronically absent or who had 
other learning problems, 

Before the evaluation the group 
had a total of 45 truancies for 
the school quarter. But after the 
evaluation and a subsequent ad- 
justment program at the school, 
truancies fell to one during the 
next quarter. 

Wesolek said these students 
were given psychological testing 
and ‘‘work sample testing.’’ ‘‘The 
psychological testing indicated 
things such as personality and 
achievement level and the work 
sample testing used simulated 
work situations to assess an in- 
dividual’s skills and work atti- 
tudes,’’ Wesolek explained. 

Clients are put in several of 
the more than 200 work situa~ 
tions at the center doing things 
such as repairing automobile en- 
gines, welding, working with 
woods, repairing electric signs, 


filing or doing quality control. 


«This tells us three things,’’ 
Wesolek said. “It tells us what 
the individual can do right now 
in these different job areas; it 
tells us how he relates to work 
in general; and it tells us his 
potential for learning in these 
areas,”’ 

He noted that a report is then 
prepared, using this information 
to create a vocational plan for 
each individual. The plan may be 
used by the individual’s teacher, 
his guidance counselor, or his 
employer. ‘‘The plan points out 
things that should be changed to 
make a person more work orien- 
ted,’? Wesolek said. He added that 
the report usually takes a ‘‘pos- 
itive’’ approach, helping to im- 
prove the person’s self image. 
“One outcome of this is that 
the student who thought he was 
worthless gets a set of creden- 
tials which show the things he 
can do,’’ he said. 

Students are not the only type 
of person to come in contact 
with the center. A case in point 
is a 15-year veteran truck driver 
who was forced out of his trade 
because of aback injury. Here the 
person is tested for physical 
tolerance to see what type of 
work he still cando. ““Wedo work 
sample testing in line with his 
physical strengths and weak- 
nesses,’’ Wesolek said. ‘*We 
want to see if he has the in- 
terest and skill to handle jobs 
that are assigned.’’ 

Another case cited by Weso- 
lek is that of the bright and 
capable architect whose per- 
sonal life was torn by alcohol- 
ism and divorce. Through test- 
ing by staff at the center it was 
discovered that many of this 
person’s problems were prob- 
ably caused from pressures inhis 
job, which was closely supervised 
and frustrating. Today he is ap- 
parently well adjusted working as 
a pipeline surveyor, with hisown 
hours and without close super- 
vision,

College Demanding; Don’t Blow It

Undoubtedly at sometime in 
your career of a graduate or 
undergraduate student you’ve 
seriously considered dropping 
out. Last year, a total of 190 
students withdrew from Stout 
during the 1970-71 school session, 

There were a variety of rea- 
sons why students chose to dis- 
continue their education here: 
(listed in order of popularity) 
health (34), financial (30), dis- 
interest-not satisfied with the 
school environment (21, trans- 
fer (18), personal (16), military 
(14), employment (14), marriage 
(9), undecided goal (7), change 
of major (6), no reason given(5), 
academic difficulty (4), illness 
of a member of the family (3), 
not ready for college (3), death, 
killed as result of car accidents 
(3), miscellaneous (3). 106 stu- 
dents withdrew during Semester 
I, and 84 students withdrew dur- 
ing Semester II, 

Many students attend a univer- 
sity with illusions of academic 
and social success, and for some 
it is a gross disappointment to 
discover that there is some hard 
work involved. There are many 
times you will want to ‘“‘throw in 
the towel,’’ but it is a personal 
decision to make the choice and 
justify it to yourself, One thing 


is for sure, you as a student are 
not doing anyone any favors by 
attending a university. You are 
here for yourself. The university 
attitude can be difficult even for 
the most dedicated student to 
digest. Many times you won’t be 
able to see the value in some of 
the course requirements, your 
motivation level will be at zero, 
and the work keeps piling up. You 
will have fits of depression be- 
cause of social and academic dis- 
appointments, and you are the 
only one that can decide if all 
this is worth an education or not. 
There are some very valuable 
benefits also. Not only are you 
given the opportunities of edu- 
cation, but there are many friend- 
ships here. Young people like 
yourself, struggling to get 
through. 

If you are looking for a good 
time, Stout can offer it, but it 
will be limited to a semester or 
two, if you fail as a_ student. 
During the time here, you must 
budget your schedule because 
being a student is a demanding 
position, and to be a good student 
demands serious concentration 
and study. 

Education equals sacrifice, 
which equals doing without many

lems that might impair a person 
from successfully holding a job. 
‘We try to identify the problem 
areas,’’ Wesolek said. ‘‘This may 
mean ‘getting a person with poor 
eyesight better glasses or having 
an amputee fitted with an artifi- 
cial limb,’’ 

But he added that many work 
adjustment problems are emo- 
tional. ‘‘The average person with 
a physical disability is not work- 
ing because of misunderstand- 
ings about jobs or emotional 
problems,’’? Wesolek said, ‘‘This 
is because he doesn’t look for 
the right job or because he blames 
his problem on his disability.’’ 

One recent referral to the cen- 
ter was a 20-year-old mentally 
retarded man. He had lived with 
his parents most of his life and 
was unable to care for himself, 
This included cooking, washing, 
use of the telephone and other 
necessary personal skills. 

Each case at the center is 
different and each may require 
a different plan, according to 
Wesolek, In addition to providing 
a community service for North- 
west Wisconsin, the center also 
serves as a training area for 
students in Stout’s vocational re- 
habilitation program. Under the 
supervision of trained staff mem- 
bers, graduate and undergraduate 
students man the center and 
assist with the testing and evalu- 
ation,

Charges at State Universities 


Estimated for 


To aid students making plans to 
attend the nine Wisconsin State 
Universities in 1971-72, the WSU 
system office in Madison has an- 
nounced a schedule of tentative 
costs for fees, room and meals. 
Final figures will be set after 
the legislature approves budgets

for the two-year period which 
started July 1, 1971. 

Fees for the undergraduate 
students for the nine month ac- 
ademic year starting September 
1971 are estimated at nearly $500 
for Wisconsin residents and $1500 
for out-of-state students. 

Students living and eating in 
university - operated halis will 
pay about $450 to share a double 
room and about $500 for 21 meals 
per week. 

Thus, the total cost for fees, 
room and meals for students liv- 
ing in university halls may run 
to a maximum of about $1450 a 
year for Wisconsin residents and 
$2450 for out-of-state students. 

Some universities offer lower 
cost meal plans for 10 or 15 
meals a week. At Platteville, 
students living in university res- 
idence halls may choose one of 
three meal plans or may choose 
not to eat any meals in univer- 
sity dining halls. 

There is some variation in 
charges among the State univer- 
sities, based upon the services 
provided. Some room charges in- 
clude linen service or a tele- 
phone in each room, Fees at most 
universities include textbook 
rental charges. Students pur- 
chase their textbooks at Oskhosh, 
Superior and the Fond du Lac 
branch campus. 

The tentative schedule in- 
dicates an increase over 1970-71 
of about $50 in room and meal 
costs, an increase of about $50 
in fees for Wisconsin students 
and an increase of about $120 in 
out-of-state fees.

For Vets

NEW DEGREE APPROVED 


The North Central Association has approved Stout State 
University’s new Education Specialist degree program in 
Guidance and Counseling. Course work will be offered be- 
ginning this fall semester, The degree is 36 semester credit 
hours beyond the Master’s. Fourteen of those hours are re- 
quired, 22 are elective. One of the required courses (413-435 - 
Information Service and Vocational Guidance - two credits) 
will be offered on campus in the evening beginning Oct. 25. 
To be admitted to the program, a Master’s degree in Guid- 
ance or the equivalent is required along with two years of 
professional experience and a 3.25 grade point average at the 
graduate level. The program is designed for elementary, 
secondary and vocational-technical school counselors; coun- 
selors in other fields; and directors of guidance, research 
and evaluation services, and pupil services. Robert Wurtz 
has been appointed the director of the program. Wurtz is 
also program director for the Master’s degree programs in 
guidance and school psychology.
